Her chief interest was the Holly Tree Club for the over 60's which she 
started in 1962. It has flourished ever since, and she was President, 
She also gave the land and part of her garden for the Holly Cottages for 
the elderly and personally supervised all the special fittings they 
contained. 


She will be sadly missed and always remembered as one of the Old School, 
whose like we shall not see again in Deddington.

NOTES ON THE PARISH COUNCIL MEETING: 22 MARCH 1978 


Windmill School Site: the County Council has not yet replied to the Clerk's 
letter expressing interest in the site, and suggesting further discussions. 

Mr. Drake was anxious that the Council should not just sit and wait for 
something to happen. The Clerk is to write again to the County Council and 

Mr, Drake will back this up by phone and press for a reply by the April meeting. 


Blectricity: the S.E.B. has replied at length to the Parish Council's com- 
plaints about lights out of action around the village. They say that Dedd- 
-ington's problems result from obsolete equipment. Recent inspections have 
shown faulty time switches, as well as a vandalised light in the bus shelter. 
They recommend that as time switches fall faulty, the lights should be replaced 
with photocell lamps. This will mean lights on all night instead of going 
off in the early hours of the morning as at present. These are cheaper to 
maintain, but may use more electricity and therefore cost more to run. The 
Clerk is to clarify this before the Council gces ahead with an initial trial 
with one photocell light. Councillors were also worried whether villagers 
would be happylaving intrusive street lights on all night. 


“The $.E.B. is also to be asked if a Parish Council representative may check 
and reset time switches on lights so that faulty operation can be monitored 
more frequently. 


Market Place Toilets: New toilets could be provided on the ground floor of 
the Town Hall, but it is unlikely that Cherwell District Council will pay for 
them. Mr. O'Neill said he thought that shopkeepers would benefit most and 
that the Chamber of Trade should at least contribute to the cost rather than 
ratepayers footing the bill. 


Bus Tokens for the Elderly: The Parish Council was given only 24 hours' notice 
of the date for distribution of concessionary bus tokens for the elderly, and 
so no publicity was possible. Deddington News has been asked to convey the 
Council's apologies to all Old Age Pensioners in the village, and the Clerk 
is to protest to the District Council that the noticews totally inadequate. 


Young People's Barbeque: The Wesleyan Reform Church has been given permission 
to hold a Barbecue on the Castle Grounds on 26 May, provided that it is held 
clear of the football pitch area and the Department of the Bnvironment Castle 
site. 


Treatment of Planning Applications: The Council has agreed that reports of 
planning decisions taken at sub-Committee meetings will be. ‘given at full 
Council meetings. 


Mr. Welford reported that Cherwell District Council has protested that the 
P.C.'s practice of saying "no comment" on planning applications is very 
unhelpful. In instances where the Planning Office is unfamiliar with a 
particular area, the guidance and comments of a local Parish Council are 
needed. Mr. O'Neill felt this was a useless exercise, as P.C. opinions 
carry little weight at District Council level. Very often the timing of 
meetings is too tight for comment to reach the District Council in time, he 
‘said. Mr, Gardner disagreed, saying that local comments are borne in mind. 
Mr. Drake said that he did not accept the criticism - if Councillors have had 
something to say, then they have said it. “No comment" means a tacit 
acceptance of the proposal, he said. ; 


Planning Applications discussed:

THE WINDMILL SCHOOL - WHAT'S, HAPPENING TO IT? 


Many villages and small towns in Oxfordshire would give their eye-teeth to 

have a beautiful sports field, changing facilities, a large hall, nine rooms 
available for all sorts of activities, two offices, toilets, parking facilities, 
all with heating and lighting. 


In Deddington we have this. All of it. And most of the time it is hardly used 
at all. For several years now, the County Council has been gradually running 
down the Windmill School in Hempton Road. It was last used for classes in the 
summer of 1977, and since then the hall has been used by various groups, and 
the classrooms by Adult Education classes. 


Recently, the Deddington Adult Education Committee faced a crisis when it became 
necessary to find a new organising secretary. Oxfordshire County Council asked 
for a meeting with members of the committee representing | a number of groups in 
Deddington, and this was held on March 23rd. 


Two county officers were present - Mr. Elliot from the Further Education Office, 
and Mr. Fairless of the Adult. and Community Education Department. According 

to the officers, the case for closing down the adult Education Centre and the 
Windmill site is strong. They say that the numbers of people using it are 
small, and, since the school left the site, costs. of running it just for adult 
education are very high ~- thousands of pounds a year. 


Representatives of local organisations such as the Guides, Brownies, Scouts, 
Badminton Club and Choral Society - who regularly use the hall =- put their 

needs forward very strongly. After much discussion, the committee decided that 
short term savings from shubting down the site and Adult Education would be 
small, And that, in any case, an agreement between the County Council and the 
Scouts still has about a year to run, and this, surely, would mean that the site 
would have to stay in use for that amount of time, 


The county officers seemed very much aware of the needs of the local community, 
and it seems likely that adult education and the: Windmill site will be kept on, 
and a part-time temporary job of organising secretary will be advertised. But 
the final decision rests with a county council committee ~ and it is saree: that 
the next year is going to be vital. 


What are the alternatives? 
1. The County Council could close down the whole site, and probably. . 
sell it off as building land. 
2. Deddington, as a-community, could dectae to take over the whole site, 
3. Deddington, as a community, could take over part of the site - the 
hall, but it has no toilet facilities. 


How much would it cost? This is still unclear, but talks are taking place 
between county officers and a local sub-committee. The Parish Council has 
given the go-ahead for these talks to continue. The possible outcome would be 
that the County Council would let Deddington lease the site and its buildings 
for a nominal rent. If that happened, all the facilities would be at the dis- 
posal of the village. But would they be used? A number of groups say they 
would be very interested indeed - others have said they would not be. It's a 
huge site = and it is expensive to heat. At the moment, only one room can be 
separately heated. Otherwise, all the hall, classrooms, and offices have to be 
heated. So the heating would have to be split up. The costs would be less than 
at the moment; if Deddington took over the site, hall charges would be less 
than the present £5 an hour in winter, £2 in summer. : 


If Deddington wants to keep the Windmill School, and use it as a community 
centre, there will have to be a real drive to start developing it, or it will 

be lost for ever. It seems an opportunity not to be missed. But is it too big? 
Do we want it?
